THE FRESHMAN RACE. 
A BRILLIANT SUCCESS. 

Sarnatoaa, N. Y., July 18.—The dress rebearsal 
for the grand performance to-morrow was such 
a brilliant success that we have only to fear 
ba ving our expectations raised to such a point 
that delay, disappointment, or mishap to-morrow 
will find us ill-prepared to meet it. The day was 


| bright and sunny, but not sultry; the road 


watered, and the dust all laid; transportation 
prompt and adequate for all requirements; the 
water, though not perfectly quiet, so smooth 
that none thought of objecting to its ripple, and 
last and especiaily important to spectators, the 
arrangements so eflicient that the races 
were started with unparalleled promptnsss, 
and carried through without accident, and the 
freshmen race was one of the closest and most 
exciting ever pulled on any waters. Never un- 
til at the very end was there a minute when a line 
drawn straight across the course would have 
dropped across each boat, while the young oars- 
men were striving their hardest to push their 
frail shells to the front. Perhaps if one of the 
Harvard men had not worked too hard be- 
fore the race was half over Loring’s 
vigorous stroke might have. saved the 
three seconds which would have given him 
the race, and perhaps Brown might have 
reached the line first but for the unfortunate 
unshipping of a new and springy oar; but only 
a violent partisan will attempt to tear off a 
single one of Cornell's well-earned laurels with 
such an excuse. The time, the best by more 
than u minute ever made by freshmen crews, 
telis the story of the skill and muscle shown by 
all the contestants. 
THE SINGLE SCULL RACE. 

The result of the single scull contest proves 
leas of a disappointment than it would have been 
in the event of a less exciting race after it. 
Weld rowed over the course alone, to find Ken- 
nedy an astonished spectator at the lower end 
waiting to see the Freshmen crews come down 
before going up to start. He seemed hardly dis- 
appointed, and Cook did as well, and both 
challenged Weld at once to give Ken- 
nedy a show. Weld offered to pull him

THEY WERE OFF, 
Cornell in the inside, then Brown, Princeton, 
and Harvard. The stern of each boat was 
held by a man in a boat anchored 
between the buoys, and as Mr. Gulster 
called out “Go,” after the usual Are you 
ready? they shot away with one accord.

Dom, June 29.— At last the morning of this 
memorable day had come, to see which a score 
or more of American citizens had crossed 3,000 
miles of r. The dawn came out with the 
promise of a dull day. At the 8 o’clock break- 
fast at the hotel the riflemen, each dressed in the 
snug-fitting blue flannel uniform of the Ama- 
teur Rifle Club of New York, looked anxiously 
out at the sky. At that hour a dull, leaden sky, 
without a rift of sunshine, and a gentle breeze 
scarcely moving the foliage in St. Stephen’s 
Green before the door, gave promise of a most 
favorable day for their chosen sport. Wishes 
were expressed that the day might remain thus, 
that something noteworthy might be put upon 
record. All the men were in prime con- 
dition, excepting Gen. Dakin, whose arm 
had been somewhat bruised by excessive 
and awkward practice the previous 
days. At 9:30 o'clock the carriages were at the 
door to convey the team and associates to the 
range. The rifles, carefully handled, the car- 
tridge cases, the telescopes and waterproof, and 
the groat load of baggage incident to a day on 
the range were heaped in, and a few moments 
later the start was made for 

THE DOLLYMOUNT RANGE. 

Along the route the interest of the people in 
the match and the visitors wae seen in the le- 
geods and banners stretched across the road. At 
one point a band of green leaves made a very 
pretty archway, an Welcome to the Emerald 
Isle,” Welcome & Clontarf Plains,” and simi- 
lar expreasions were common. At 10:25 the car- 
riage drew up on the range after a rattling ride 
aleng the sea wail road and across the low water 
ford directly to the firing point. The range had 
been considerably altered in preparation for this 
event. Stout wooden fences had been erected, 
while within this a wooden paling divided off 
a reserved space, in which the ladies and 
specially invited guests were seated. Tents bad 
been erected here and there, and provisions ia 
plenty had been provided for, spacious marquees 
for shade and rest being disposed here and there 
within the inclosure. A good force of police, a 
little more showy and even more inefficient than 
their New York counterparts, lounged lazily 
about the grounds. The Irish riflemen were 
about, and at 12:25 the apportionment of the 
men to the several targets for markers, spotters, 
scorers, etc., had been made.

77. kept an accurate watch on 
the American targets, recording 

miniatore targets; while L. M. Ballard and J. E. 
Whitley, of the party, performed the same duty 
on the Irish targets. r. J. H. Bird ana Capt. 
Bogardus acted as patrols in the rear, to keep 
back the crowd and look out for the inrerests of 
the men; while Col. Mitchell was looking sha: p- 
ly about, seeing that everything was set to 
rights. The referee on the Irish side was Maj. 
Leach, while Capt. H. Holdane, of the Ninety- 
third Higblanders, held the post of umpire. 

The crowd rapidly increased in numbers, many 
ladies coming down to watch the champions at 
work. The facilities for conveying the news of 
the match during its progress to the crowds iu 
attendance was very good. Immense black- 
boards were moun on gigantic easels lifted 
above the heads of the throug, and on these the 
figures were given detail, while on a large 
target the exact positions of the shots were 
spotted out. As each man fired his record was 
carried out on these large diagrams, and all who 
wished took note. 

IN THE TOSS FOR CHOICE OF TARGETS

The first of the annual series of college 
boat races took place yesterday on Saratoga 
Bake, and was attended by a vast concourse 
of people. The Freshman contest this year 
was something more than a dress rehearsal 
for the grand University struggle of the fol- 
lowing day. It was in and af itself a mag- 
nificent race, contested with a closeness and 
stubbornness which showed that the crews 
were evenly matched in point of pluck, nerve, 
and training. The fierce boat-battles of Yale 
and Harvard have never evoked a higher de- 
gree of admiration, enthusiasm, and ex- 
citement than that called forth by thé 
splendid contest of thm Freahmen yesterday. 
After the race seemed to have been won by 
Harvard, the Cornell crew put on a wonder- 
ful spurt in the last 200 yards, and crossed 
the line the victors by a bare boat-length in 
17 minutes and 42 seconds, the fastest time 
by more than a minute ever made in a Fresh- 
man race. Such a finish was never before 
seen on a water-course, and the great crowd 
went wild with excitement. It was a sore 
defeat for the Harvard men, who had staked 
heavily on their crew, and is a corresponding- 
ly creditable achievement for the Cornell 
crew, whose success yesterday’ has placed 
them even in the betting with Yale for the 
great University race to-day. 


KELLEY’S EXPANSION. 

In the full report of Mr. W. D. Kerixy’s 
oration at Youngstown, O., we find the fol- 
lowing statement giving the condition of af. 
fairs under the benign influence of the high- 
est protedtive tariff of any nation in the 


world: 

In my own city, Philadelphia, gaunt despair broods 
at the hearth-sides of more working people than it has 
ever done before in the history of this country, 
Thousands of them that own their homes, subject to 
building-association mortgages, have been deprived 
of them by Sheriffs sales. Those who have been thus 
robbed are pow living as tenants, and are waiting the 
day when the landlord shall sell their furniture to pay 
for rent that is already in default, During their in- 
voluntary idleness during the winter, they said 
to their hungry wives and zhildren, “Spring 
wil come, and summer, and then we will 
have work,” but now im their deep despair 
they say: “If itis thusat midsummer, what will it 
be when winter shall come again?” The farms of the 
country are generally under mortgage; railroads are 
passing into the hands of Receivers now as in 1857 and 
1860; machinery stands idle; water-power runs to 
waste, but the interest on mortgages runs on forever, and 
forgea, furnaces, rolling-mills, mines, and other prop- 
erty, are destined before another year shall pass to 
melt away under Sheriffs’ sales as freely as working- 
men’s homes are now doing. 

The Judge then proceeded to consider the cause of 
this depression and its remedy, He found the cause 
in the rapid contraction of the currency and the at- 
tempt to convert the whole of our indebtedness into 
gold-bearing bonds. 

Mr. Ketiury’s strong point in all his 
speeches is the suppression of the truth and 
the bold assertion of the contrary. Now let us 
see about this rapid contraction of the cur- 
rency. We give the amount of currency in 
1866 and in 1875. On the ist of April, 1866, 
and on the Ist of May, 1875, there were out- 


standing the following amounts: 
1866. 


Here, then, in the amount of currency out- 
standing there has been an actual expansion 
of $76,000,000 since 1866, cqual to nearly 12 
per cent increase. Under the National Bank 
law, as it stood in 1866 and until 1873, the 
banks had to keep on hand a reserve of 
greenbacks equal in city banks to 25 per cent, 
and in country banks to 15 per cent, of the 
circulation. This provision has since been 
repealed, and now the reserve is but five per 
cent of the circulation. This has released at 
least $50,000,000 of greenbacks, which have 
been added to the amount in circulation. 
This has been another large “éxpansion. 
There has been also a large addition 
to the outstanding issue of fractional 
currency—at least fifteen millions It 
will be seen, therefore, that there has been 
no act of the Government since 1866 which 
has involved any contraction of the currency; 
on the contrary, the amount of currency of 
all kinds outstanding and at liberty to be 
used has been increased in various ways to 
the extent at least of $140,000,000. This 
does not include the expansion resulting 
from the enhanced value or purchasing power 
of the paper itself. The value of greenbacks 
and of the currency in 1875 will probably 
average 20 cents on the dollar more than it 
was in 1866. This would give us, on the 
$724,000,000 of currency outstanding in 1875, 
an increase in the purchasing power of the 
currency equal to $145,000,000,—that is to 
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sum 83 18,000, 000 was in bonds deposited to 


ed in loans, discounts, and securities $771,- 
000,000, In May, 1878, the loans and dis- 


‘| counts, exclusive of the bonds, amounted 


to $1,186,000,000, and including the bonds 
the sum reached $1,542,000,000. Of the 

$406,000,000 United States securities held in 

1875, there were $377,000,000 held as security 

for circulation, showing a vast increase of 
ordinary loans and discounts since 1866. 

While the amount of discounts and ioans has 

thus largely increased, there is no scarcity of 

currency to meet the demands of the busi- 
ness of the country,” as is alleged in all the 

inflation platforms ; on the contrary, there 

never was such an aggregate of unemployed 

money in the banks as at present, and never 

was money obtainable at such a low rate of 

interest for legitimate, and not speculative, 

purposes. No honest and substantial busi- 

ness need suffer aday for want of money to 

carry it on. 

Yet Mr. Kur brazens it out that the 
currency has been so contracted that busi- 
ness and production are perishing for the 
actual want of currency to perform the 
functions of exchange. , 

THE BOAT-RACE OF TO-DAY. 

To-day, if the treacherous wind does not 
ruffle the smooth surface of Saratoga Lake, 
the college erews of America will pull their 
annual race. Tens of thousands of people at 
Saratoga, ten people outside of Saratoga to 
every one there, are waiting with keen inter- 
est for news of the winner. At 10 o'clock 
this morning, thirteen shells, 50 feet long, 20 
inches broad, resting an inch or two above 
the water, and holding six brown, stalwart 
men with muscles like whipcord and ambi- 
tion like fire, will lie side by side op the 
broad sheet of water. Before each of them 
stretches a lane, marked out by little flags for 
3 miles. To prevent any foul, willful or 
otherwise, the flags are set so close that 
crossing from one lane to another is almost 
impossible. Moreover, the two great rivals, 
Yale and Harvard, neither of whom would 
care much for losing the main race if the 
other came in still farther behind the win- 
ning crew,—these rivals are separated by the 
Hamilton College shell. This is not expected 
to be between them, indeed, after the first 
mile has been pulled, but its watery lane 
will keep them apart to the end. So one 
great danger of a foul vanishes. As the 
thirteen boats lie there, in the sunshine of this 
morning, a whispered mutter will ran down 
the line. Hands will clutch the oars more 
tightly ; hearts will beat faster, eyes will take 
their last look at shore and crowd for twenty 
minutes. A pistol shot rings out. They are 
off. There is an instant of silence, and 
then a mighty yell. It is made up 
of the names of thirteen colleges, 
and it sounds like a chorus of giants singing 
polysyllabie Russian. Meanwhile, the oars 
have flashed once, twice, thrice ; three times 
the brown backs have bent in line; and the 
light shells have jumped ten, twenty feet at 
every stroke. They can scarcely be distin- 
guished by the spectators now. The boats 
are exactly alike ; it takes a sharp eye to pick 
one set of half-naked men out of a baker's 
dozen of such sets; and the old-time custom 
of rowing with colored handkerchiefs tied 
around the forehead is going out of fashion. 
It was of little use, at any rate. Harvard 
and Yale once rowed their races on Lake 
Quinsigamond, a sleepy pond near Spring- 
field, Mass. The boats came in sight on the 
home-stretch, about a mile from the judges’ 
boat, but it was almost impossible to 
distinguish them at that distance, though one 
crew wore bright red and the other bright 
blue handkerchiefs. Even this slight clew is 
now denied the spectator. But there isa 
system of signals along the lake shore which 
tells the position of each crew at the end of 
each half-mile. If Columbia leads, a great 
“is unfolded; if Yale, a ,“ and so on. 
There are golden chances for sinful betting 
as these signals flutter up the mast. One 
boat creeps ahead; others fall behind; a 
vicious spurt or two closes up some 
gaps and lengthens others; but it is 
the steady pull that wins. Occasionally 
a magnificent spurt close to the home- 
stretch will change the fate of the race and 
send one of the long bows quivering over 
the line a few inches and fewer seconds be- 
fore the bow that has seemed sure to carry 
off the champion colors, but cases like these 
are rare. 

However to-day’s regatta may result, it is 
pretty sure to be a good race and a close 
race. The best of the crews are evenly 
matched. The prize seems tremendous to 
the contestants. Let us hope that no dis- 
graceful quarrel, like that of 1874, will stain 
the record.

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“NO TIME TO BE HONEST.” 

Andther Democratic statesman has put 
himself upon the record in the matter of 
rag currency and hard money.

The real misfortune which Mr. Hotyan 
and his friends lament is, that they want to 
have the currency so watered and expanded 
that they can pay their debts with dishonest 
money worth 40 or 50 cents on the dol- 
lar. They do not want honest dollars. Like 
the Holmanites at Sinai, they don’t think 
the time has come for honesty ; it would 
produce contraction to stop stealing and swin- 
dling of creditors. Mr. Homan proposes 
to ge into Ohio to canvass for the Democratic 
shinplaster ticket; and he proposes to pro- 
claim from Lake Erie to the Ohio River to 
beware of the enemy, who talks of honesty, 
because the time for a return to the begin.

THE BATTLE OF THE BOYNE. 

I we should judge of the Battle of the 
Boyme by the character of the anniversary 
celebrations, we would conclude that it was a 
most cowardly and miserable affair. The dis- 
graceful scene which occurred in Lawrence, 
Mass, on the evening of the .12tn inst., was 
a sample of these celebrations, in which 
clubs, and brickbats, and pistols, and knives, 
usually play a conspicuous part. Scarcely a 
year passes when this scene is not re-enacted 
in same part of this country. Sometimes it 
is the Orangemen who attack, and sometimes 
the Irish Catholics. If one faction 
doesm’t, the other is pretty sure to; 
the occasion is too suggestive of a 
row for Irishmen on either side to permit 
it to pass unimproved. In Lawrence it was 
the Irish Catholics who attacked a small 
number of Protestant Orangemen who were 
returning from a pichic with their wives and 
childten. The attack was of the most das- 
tardly description. The crowd began by 
throwing stones at the women and children, 
some of whom were badly hurt. The pres- 
ence of the police authorities, who were 
called upon, seemed only to incense the mob 
more than ever, and the riot spread through 
the tewn, and lasted a couple of hours, until 
fire-arms were brought into effective use. 
The shots dispersed the assailing mob, and it 
is a pity they had not been resorted to earlier 
and with better effect. 

There are just two comments to make on 
these Orange-Catholic riots, and they will 
apply to both the factions without discrimi- 
nation. In the first place, the riotsin this 
coumtry are impertinent; in the second 
place, they are everywhere cowardly, brutal, 
and irreligious. When Irishmen come to 
this country, common decency would suggest 
that they leave their miserable factious dif- 
ferences behind them. Americans have no 
interest or sympathy in the traditional big- 
otry which furnishes the provocation for 
these rows. The causes of the animosity 
between the two factions are beyond the com- 
pretension of the average American, and 
those who rise above the average can occupy 
their minds with more congenial and profit- 
able study. We have things of greater im- 
port in this country than the fighting of a 
sectarian battle a couple of hundred years 
ago. We have some traditions of our own; 
but, better than these, we have the duty of 
work and progress, personal protection, and 
religious freedom. Irishmen, whether Cath- 
olies or Orangemen, have no right to interfere 
with these purposes. If they haven't the 
requisite civilization to participate peacefully 
in the enjoyment of personal rights and re- 
ligicus liberty, they had better remain away; 
but, if they come, they have no right 
to putrage the public peace and make 
our streets run with blood, to in- 
dulge their national propensity for a

The 
Council took no action whatever in regard to 
the resolution, thus practically rejecting it. 
Their treatment of the subject leaves but ane 
of two conclusions,—either that body is 
afraid to enter upon an investigation of Mr. 
Saerman’s charges, or it is utterly indiffer- 
ent to public interesta, and careless whether 
there is corruption in the City Government 
or not, 

Fortunately, Mr. Suexnran is not concluded 
by the action of the Council. If the Supreme 
Court gives a new lease of life to the Board 
of which he isa member, he may summon 
the guilty officials on the police force before 
his Board and compel them to defend them- 
selves against his charges. If the Supreme 
Court does not sustain him and the Police 
Board, he has the privilege of appearing be- 
fore the Grand Jury and procuring an indict- 
ment against every city official who has been 
guilty of malfeasance in office. The latter 
course is probably the better one to pursue 
in any event. An examination of these 
charges before a Court is likely to be more 
thorough and impartial than before the Coun- 
cil or Police Board, where influences on one 
side or the other would be likely to be intro- 
duced. Besides, the charges are of a nature 
to demand a judicial investigation; and, if 
they can be sustained, the guilty officials 
ought to be punished to the full extent of the 
law, no matter how high they may stand.

Two assertions more destitate of truth or 
more reckless could not be uttered. The 
first greenbacks were issuedin 1862.

The mortgage indebted- 
ness on the farms of the United States has 
never exceeded five or six hundred millions 
of dollars, which represents only 5 or 6 per 
cent of their cash value. There has been no 
time within a generation that one-tenth of 
the farms in the United States hada cent of 
recorded mortgage incumbrance on them. 
Mortgages are given on farms for two 
purposes. First, when aman buys a piece 
of land on time, he gives a mortgage 
until the deferred payments are 
liquidated ; secondly, when a farmer borrows 
some money to enable him to make improve- 
ments on the land, such as erecting a dwell- 
ing, a barn, fences, eto. Very few mortgages 
are given on farms for any other objects than 
those named, and the number of such in- 
cumbrances, taking the whole Union togeth- 
er, rarely exceeds one farm in eight or ten. 
When the money is borrowed to make im- 
provements, the value of the land is enhanced 
to the amount thus expended. The idea that 
Keuuzy is trying to convey is, that for want 
of currency inflation previous to the era of 
greenbacks the farmers had so sunk down 
into debt and bankruptcy that they were 
obliged, nearly all of them, to mortgage their 
farms in order to purchase the necessaries 
of life and keep their families from naked 
ness and starvation. But this is not more 
false than the assertion he makes regarding 
the condition of the townspeople, of whom 
he says “the working people had been 
robbed of their homes by long-enforced idle- 
ness and low wages.” Let any man old 
enough to remember think back to 
the years 1861-60, and see if he 
ean recall the scenes described by 
Keiser. The fact is, those were years of good 
prices for products, fair rates for wages, 
active demand for labor, and general pros- 
perity, except so far as the War in 1861 de- 
ranged industry and business. It is absurdly 
false to affirm that the working people were 
robbed of their homes, or that the farms 
were all mortgaged. When demagogues maké 
such assertions they seem to think that those 
who listen to them are fools and 


who may be imposed upon with impunity.

VENEZUELA, 
OUR CLAIM AGAINST THAT GOVERNMENT. 

Wasurxoton, D. C., July 13.—An extraordi- 
nary council of Cabinet members baving been 
‘called by Secretary Fish, they met to-day at the 
Department of State, continunmg in sension 
about three hours. All were present excepting 
Secretary Belknap, who is absent in the West. 
The subject of our relations with Venezaela 
was laid before the Council by Secretary Fish, 
who read the latest communications from our 
Minister to that country, and stated the general 
facie in the case. It may be recollected that, in 
December, 1872, the President announced tbat 
the Government of Venezuela had 

MADE NO FURTHER PAYMENTS 
on account of the awards of the Convention of 
1866, and expressed the hope that at would lose 
no time in providipg for the unpaid balance of 
its debt to the United States, which, baving 
originated in injuries to our citizens by the 
Veuezuelan authorities, and havi been 
acknowledged pursuant to a treaty io the most 
solemn form among nations, would, the Presi- 
dent said, seem to deserve a preference over 
other debts of a different origin, and contracted 
in a different manner, and he recommended 
this subject to the attention of Con- 
gress for such action. as might be 
deemed proper. In pursuance of this 
recommendation, Congress in joint resolution 
expressed its sease in regard to the awards of 
the joint Commission under the Convention, 
and the Venezuelan Government was furnished 
with copy of the resolution, which excluded 
all doubt of the earnestvers of our Government 
iu its demand for payment of the amount due, 
but there was 

NO SATISFACTORY RESPONSE 

on the part of Venezuela. In 1873, the Presi- 
dent, in his annual message, said to Congress: 
It isappreheoded that that Government does not 
realize the character of its obligations under that 
Convention. As there is reason to believe, 
however, that its hesitancy in nizing 
tnem eprings in part at least from the real diffi- 
culty in discharging them in connection with its 
obligations to other Governments, the ex- 
pediency of further forbearance on our part is 
believed to be worthy of your consideration.” 
Since then oar Minister at Verezuela has been 
repeatediy instructed to urge the payment of the 
deferred installments, until at last the Venez- 
uelan Government has expressed a disposition 
to do 80, but claims the privilege of 
designating the particular parties to whom the | 
money shall be paid. To this our Government 
will not consent, the proposition, apart from 
other. considerations, being contrary to the 
terms of the Convention. The Venezuelan 
Government will be informed of the rejection 
of its propogition, and, uuless the money shall 
be pes as the stipulation requires, our Minister 
to Venezuela will probably be withdrawn. 


THE CHICAGO CUSTOM-HOUSE. 
MR. FARWELL'S EFFORTS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chirago Tribune, 
Wasuineton, D. C., July 13.—If the visit of 
Charles B. Farwell here was intended to secure 
a modification of the order by which work was 
stopped upon the Chicago Custom-House Build- 
ing, his visit will be fruuless. Mr. Farwell bas 
had one conference with Secretary Bristow, the 
result of which is that Mr. Farwell has been in- 
formed that nothing which may be contained in 
the report of the local Examining Commission 
will change the opinion of the Secretary, or 
modify his recent order. Indeed, the 
Secretary stated that he would glady 
examine the report as he might have 
leisure. He might not act on it, 
as he had before him the reports of the Govern- 
ment Commission and of the Supervising Archi- 
tect, and he had full confidence in the complete- 
ness abd scientific accuracy of both reports. 
Secretary Bristow said tha: the Government Ex- 
amining Commission had beea selected with the 
greatest care, and thatthe men composing it 
were geutlemen of national reputation for ability 
in their respective profession. Their opinion 
and decigion be considered a sufficient warrant 
for the order suspending work. Moreover, he 
regarded the fact that so much local im- 
portance is attached to the present 
condition of the building au additional 
reason why the specific ‘authority of 
Congress sball be obtained before action is taken.

FRANCE. 
IX THE ASSEMBLY. 
_. Versariies, July 13.—The Assembly to-day 
declared the election of M. Burgoing, in the De- 
partment of Nievre, null and void, by a vote of 
330 yeas to 310 mays. 

The Ministers were questioned in regard to 
their conduct towards the Bonapartists, and M. 
Rouher made bis expected speech. 

BUFFET TALKS PLALNLY, 

Versartutes, July 13.—The Assembly was 
crowded to-day on the floor and in the galleries. 
After the vote had been declared by which the 
election of M. Burgoing wae anou M. Duval, 
a Bonapartist, addressed an interpellation to the 
Government, as to the line of conduct it intend- 
ed to pursue towards the [mperialista. 

M. Buffet, President of the Council, replied 
that the Government regarded it as its duty to 
insure respeet for and obedience to the Consti- 
tution. It would tolerate no factious intrigues 
from any quarter, por would it take theinitiative 
in illegal pereecution, but would refer all uniawful 
acts to the tribunals. 

The declaration produces great excitement in 
the Chamber. M. Rouher introdu a proposi- 
tion authorizing a new election in Nievre, not- 
withstanding the law forbidding supple- 
mentary elections for the present Asem- 
bly. In the course of his remarks 
he made an allusion to the Committee for ‘ap- 
peal to the people which he acknowledged he 
directed. This bold avowal of the existence of 
such a committee, which M. Rouher had pre- 
viously denied on his bonor, was received with 
surprise, and caused a lively sensation. 

The debate was adjourned until to-morrow.

SPAIN. 
STEAMER WRECKED. 

SanTaNpeR, July 12.—The Spanish steamship 
Bayonne has been wrecked near Matrico, on the 
Biscayan coast.

THE NEW CONSTITUTION.

Deputies are to 
be chosen for five years, with one representative 
to every 5,000 inhabitants. The King has the 
right to dissolve the Chamber of Depn- 
ties and the elective portion of the 
Senate simultaneously or separately, but 
must convose the new Chambpers within 
three months. He appoints the President and 
Vice-President of this Senate, aud has the righ: 
to veto bills. Any persen arrested must be 
brought before the tribunal or released within 
seventy-two hours. Either the Cortes or Govern- 
mont may decree the suspension of constitutional 
guarantees, but the banishment of a Spaniard 
from his country is prohibited.

THE LAKE- FRONT DEPOT QUESTION, 
MR. WALKER’S LITTLE PROJECT. 
The union depot question, which has slam- 


bered during the past few months, has again 


| come to the surface, and numberless projects 


are again talked of in railway circles. As sta 

in Sunday's TRIBUNE, several of the railroads en- 
tering the city on the lake-front desire to lease the 
ground situated between Madison and Randolph 
streets, instead of buying it. They believe that 
by doing this they can overcome the objections 
of Eastern capitalists, who are of the opinion 
that the city had no proper title to the lake-front, 
and could net sell it. The announcement that 
the railroads would lease the ground has been 
well received by the city authorities, and the 
Common Council has already appointed a com- 
mittee to confer with the railroad companies. If 
the railroads that are on the lake-front were now 
acting harmoniously there is hardly a doubt 
that the depot question would soon be 
solyed and a grand union depot ornament 
the lake-front. But they are not upited. The 
Iilinois Central and Baltimore & Ohio Railroads 
are anxious to get hold of the ground and build 
at once, on almost anv condition. The present 
office of the Illinois Central Railroad is becoming 
inadequate for the business of the road, and the 
Company desires to build offices in the new de- 
pot. The Baltimore & Ohio has no depot at all, 
and has its ticket office at present in a railroad 
car. It is clamoring for better accommodations, 
and the Illinois Central, over which line it comes 


into this city, must provide room for it very 


soon. The Michigan Central is also very anxious 
to remain on the lake-front and join iu the build- 
ing ofa union depot. It owns part of the ground on 
which the present Central Depot is situated, and 
has its freight depot and general offices there. 
Bat this road is so allied with the Chicago, Bur- 
lington & Quincy Railroad that they have to have 
a joint depot. This latter railroad, for some 
reason or other, is opposed to the building of a 
depot on the lake-front, and on this account a 
coldness has lately sprung up between the man- 
agements of the two roads. Mr. J. M. Walker, 
the President of the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy Railroad, is moving heaven and earth to 
get away from the lake-front, and to join the 
Pittsburg & Fort Wayne and other roads in the 
building of a union depot on the West Side. 
Mr. Walker is in favor of this movement for sev- 
eral reasons: In the first place, he firmly be- 
lieves that the city has no right to sell or lease 
the lakefront. In the second place. 
his road would obviate the trouble of 
crossing State street, Wabash and Michigan 
avenues, and would be near its freight ae 
which are already situated on the West Side, 
There are, however, many who claim that the 
main reason of Mr. Walker's opposition to re- 
maining on the lake-front is that he has lately 
purchased considerable real estate on the West 
Side, in the immediate neighborhood of the in- 
tended depot, which would, if such depot was 


’ built, greatly increase in value. Be this as it 


may, there is no denying the fact that Mr. Waik- 
er is doing ali he cau to prevent the dopot on the 
lake-front from being built, and to 
bring about an arrangement tor the 
erection of a mion depot on the 
West Side. Several meetings in regard to this
